THE REPORT OF T1IK LABOR 


BUREAU. 


Tha second biennisl report of Mr, 


Frank P. Flower, commissioner of in- 
duslrial and labor statistics ot Wifcoaeiu 
has been received. It is a volume of 
some DOU pages, and contains a fjraat 
mass of information upon subjects which 
BOIES under tho jurisdiction of the com- 
missioner. Considerable epaco is given 
to the sabjeot of cooperation, in tho 
hope that 
workiagmeu, unions ond 


assemblies wonld tnrn their attention 
from strikes, denunciation of capital, 
boycotts and politics, to the more prac- 
tical and laudable business ot saving 
money and building up material interests 
o! their own through the medium of 
cooperative effort. 
It ip reoonimt'nded 


that labor organizations save the money 
spent on boycotts, strips and political 
campaign?, for the purpose oC erecting 
halls, establishing libraries end foundling 
cooperative supply stores or factories for 
the production o'f necessities. 


Mr. Flower hspou that thuadvic«s»'en 


in his report might have as much weight 
with the laborers ot Wisconsin as if it 
were an order for a costly strike or boy.

Bach statutes having ever beeu made to 
the legislature. One obstacle is that tho 
law requires the amount ot stock to be 
fixed and stated iu the articles ot incor- 
poration, 20 per cent of it paid in and 
one-half ot the outside limit subscribed 
for. 


In the process of collecting informa- 


tion, the bureau asked 2.000 employers 
of labor in Wisconsin whether they 
favored any system ot cooperation or 
protit-sLariug, and if eo, to state what 
they believed would prova eu equitable 
basis therefor. Ot the 425 who expressed 
opinioas, 32C favored cooperation 
in 


home form, and 200 opposed it, either as 
impracticable or as a system that would 
work injustice among men of widely 
differing oapaoitioe and dispositions to 
accomplish a fair Jay's work. 


Very properly Mr. Flowpr devotes con- 


siderable epaco to the industrial distur- 
bances of the past year. Nine-tenths of 
all strikes in the state took place in Mil. 
wankee. During tbe period fromO annsry 
i, 1S85 to September 1. 1SSG, there were 
4G strikes in Milwaukee and 32 in other 
parts of the state. 


In regard to the May riots aud strikes, 


the commissioner says iu substance; 


With groat aoprehension tho people 


waited further developments, skirmish- 
ing tho while going on all along the line 
in the shape of strikes, demands and 
boycotts. At last when May 1 dawned, 
with its Hopes and tears, almost tho only 
ones to demand eight hours were thcs° 
_n tbe building trades, some eooialista 
and anarchists and trade laborers, Tha 
day, however, found 7,000 people out o1 


work m Milwaukee, classified as follows: 
Shop teitow. 320; employee ot shop tailors 
2,100; German journeymen bakers, 125; 
carpenters, joiners, cabinet makirs, and 
planing mill hands, l;400;olothingoutters, 
35- cigarmakers, 500; broommakere, 100; 
slaaghter house hands, 200: laborers, 
1,100; brewers, 1,200. Thus analyzed, it 
arpeare that the demand for eight hours 
was not so general as had been expected. 
Subsequent events, however, increased 
the number of the idle people in Milwau- 
kee to about 16,000 during the tlrst week 
of May, but of there several thousand 
were forced to quit -work by threats of 
violence on the part of othois." 


Then follows a lengthy account ot the

There are many other valuable discus 


sions ami facts in Mr. Flower's report. 
It is a ffork that should be generously 
distributed throughout the state that 
manufacturers, business men generally 
and especially workingmcn, may 
be 


brought face to face with the faoU and 
conclusions it contains.
